DISSOLUTION OF PARTNERSHIP 


DOCTORED MINERAL WATERS. 


Bcralt* of an Investigation Reeentlj Made 


by the Academic de Medeclne. 


The Academie de Medeoine of Paris, 


33 the resnlt of a close investigation of 
tho trade ia the so called "natnral" 
mineral waters of France, has arrived 
at the following conclusions, which are 
put in the form of recommendations to 
the legislative bodies: 


First.—That the sale of natural -wa- 


ters impregnated with supplementary 
gases fihonld not bo allowed. 


Second.—Every application for per- 


mit to carry on the business of tho sale 
of natural mineral waters should be ac- 
companied by certificates made beforo 
the proper authorities that the waters 
handled or to be handled by the appli- 
cant have not been so prepared—i.e., 
by supplementary oarbonifloation—and 
by a further certificate on the part of 
tho owner of tho spring or of the source 
of the water that he has not had re- 
course to supplementary gasification. 


Third. —All reservoirs used for miner- 


al water should be made airtight and 
should be emptied at least onco in every 
34 hours. Thoy.shonld bo so construct- 
ed that tho water of the spring flows di- 
rectly iuto them, and, further, all bottles 
and containers should be thoroughly 
sterilized, and all impurities of every 
description should be removed before 
they are offered for sale. 


Fourth.—These regulations should be 


at once imposed, -and all proprietors r.l 
springs of mineral waters should be 
forced to put them in practice wi.thin 
three months from date. 


In France the recommendations of 


the academic carry almost the weigbt 
of on order, and there is but little donbt 
but that the above regulations will soon 
be in force, so far as commercial waters 
for home consumption are concerned. If 
they are made to apply to all waters, 
those for export as well as those for do- 
mestic use, there will be a fearful fall- 
ing off in exports, as it is well known 
that every single bottle of foreign so 
called "natural" carbonated waters- 
Hot merely those of France, but those of 
Germany, Austria and other countries 
—that goes abroad goes charged with 
supplementary gas. Not merely this, 
5nt nearly every one of them is doctor- 
ed otherwise to an extent that should 
remove them entirely from the category 
of natural waters.

Be Tries to Squirm Out of the Charge of 


Thievery He Made Against Reporters. 
The Rov. Dr. Joseph Parker, pastor 


of the City Temple ol London, who, in 
i latter to The Times, denonn'jod as 
:hieves all reporters who printed ser- 
nons without consent of the preachers, 
las climbed down. He has not done it 
with good grace, saya a London corre- 
spondent. In fact, his attitucle^ow, aft- 
er writing two more letters oti the sub- 
ject, is much less creditable than when 
10 first gave indiscreet expression to his 
feelings. In tlie first letter ha said: 


"Is it right to report sermons without 


asking the permission of the preachers? 
Is it right to make a living out of an- 
other man's brains without compeusat- 
ng him? The preacher earns his liveli- 
lood by his sermons, ' ' etc. 


This language seems clear and une- 


quivocal. especially when combined 
with Dr. Parker's answer to his own 
questions, declaring an unauthorized 
reporter a thief. Not unnaturally Dr. 
Parker's letter aroused a storm of pro- 
;est among English believers in simple 
Sew Testament Christianity. The Non- 
conformist conscience made things so 
ivarm for the pastor of tho City Temple 
:hat he wrote a second letter to Tho 
Times. 


Tho substance of it was simply that 


se meafft nothing by his first letter ex- 
cept a protest against the inaccuracies 
which are sure to appear in -reports of 
sermons unless they are revised by the 
preacher. Ho even protested that he felt 
hurt that anybody should bo unkind 
onongh to impute to him any other mo- 
tivo. 


Tho Times, in discussing the matter, 


treats this second letter with the sco-rn 
it deserves. It says: 


'These views of the claims of the 


preacher are widely divergent, unless 
indeed they are to be harmonized by as- 
suming that tho anther's revision of tho 
report of his sermons will bo granted 
only for a consideration. Stilt we are 
left in considerable donbt about Dr. 
Parker's position. Is he concerned only 
about the imperfections of the report, 
or is ho anxious about the selling valuo 
of his sermons and concerned about re- 
porters' errors only in so far as their 
correction gives him a means of demand- 
ing remuneration? It may apparently 
become a question whether copyright 
vests in the man who preaches a ser- 
mon or in the congregation which pay-s 
him for preaching it 
Judging from 


analogy, we should suppose that the buy- 
er of a composition buys it outright m> 
less a different arrangement has been 
explicitly made beforehand. This, how- 
over, is an affair between the preacher 
and those who pay him to preach. 


"In either case we seem to have drift- 


ed a considerable distance from tho 
ideals of the early Christian chnrcb, 
and perhaps equally far from the theo- 
ries upon which all candidates for the 
cure of souls are still supposed to pro- 
ceed. The identification of n money 
changer with a high priest might advis- 
ably be left somewhat less complete and 
obtrnsiva" 


Meantime the pnblio controversy ovei 


the subject continues in a lively fashion.
